holz delivered R. E. Johnson, negro, to 
that institution. 
As soon 
as it 
was 
learned that Johnson was present in the 
prison, he was summoned before the 
board and remained there with them un­ 
til after the sheriff and his party had re­ 
ceived their receipt for the prisoner and 
had left the grounds. 
The sheriff was 
not permitted to go before 
the 
board 
with Johnson, but the prisoner alone 
was received by them in a room just off 
the main corridor. 
The trip by auto from Dixon to Joliet, 
together with the news of the com mut­ 
ing of his sentence from death by hang­ 
ing to life imprisonment, 
had a very 
invigorating effect on the negro. 
The 
fear that his health was about to be 
broken down by a severe attack of con­ 
sumption and that his mind was rapidly 
failing, apparently was left behind as he 
walked out of the Lee county jail. 
On his arrival at Joliet he informed 
the sheriff that he had greatly enjoyed 
the trip overland 
in 
automobile 
and 
a t Aurora he begged the official and oth­ 
er members of the party to stop in that 
city long enough to purchase s bottle of 
whiskey for him. 
Milder Sentence. 
Johnson, who was convicted of the 
murder of George Bush and sentenced 
to pay the death penalty, started yester­ 
day to serve a life sentence in the state 
prison. 
His sentence is much milder 
than the one imposed upon Alfonzo Lu­ 
cas, who was not only sentenced to hard 
labor but to spend 24 hours, once each 
year, on December 6, in solitary con­ 
finement. 
Lucas was also required to 
spend the first 24 hours of his term in 
solitary confinement, 
another advant­ 
age that Johnson has over his accom­ 
plice. 
After leaving Dixon, Johnson notified 
the members of the sheriff’s party that 
if he could he granted two weeks’ free­ 
dom, that he could locate and capture 
“Curley” Wilson, the third negro, who 
was implicated in the shooting at Nel­ 
son on the night of December 6.

Edgar Crawford’s general store and 
postoffice at Naehusa was entered last 
night between 11 p. m. and early morn­ 
ing and looted of a quantity of mer­ 
chandise by robbers

The value of the goods 
taken is probably under $109, although 
h was impossible for Mr. Crawford to 
make anything like an accurate esti­ 
mate this morning of the goods taken. 
Broke Through Glass. 
On arriving at the store this morning 
Mr.-Crawford found the glass in the up­ 
per half of the south door to the build­ 
ing broken. 
In the clothing and gro­ 
ceries departm ents the, floor was litter­ 
ed with shirts and overalls 
that 
had 
been pulled down from the shelves, the 
robbers evidently 
having 
been 
in 
search of certain sizes. 
Bxoes of shoes 
had been pulled down and the thieves 
had evidently made a m istake in the 
dark and earned off shoes that were 
not mates, even in color. 
One tan shoe 
end on» 1 black shoe were left an 8 Vi and 
a 9. 
Preferred Variety . 
The list of goods stolen contains no 
money, hut, as near as could he ascer­ 
tained this morning, was composed of 
overalls, a ease of eggs, shirts, shoes, 
coffee, two Ford locks, canned fruit and 
cigarettes. 
The fact that the thieves 
carried off a ease of eggs, hut left sev­ 
eral dozen new automobile tires, small 
change in the cash drawer, 
valuable 
mail packages, etc., would indicate that 
they were not professionals. 
Spilled the Beans. 
A sack containing about a half bu 
shel of navy beans was emptied on the 
floor and the sack used to carry away 
canned groceries. 
A big case of coffee 
was broken open but only one pound 
can taken. 
A box of tea was broken 
open and left.
